WHAT WILL THE BABY BE?

e the lot of the infant if it is placed 
in a maiden's arms before anyone 
else touches it. 

The baby should on no account 
muke its first public appearance out 
of doors unless it is accompanied by 
a small loaf of bread. an egg, some 
salt and a penny. If this precaution 
is omitted the ‘grown-up career of the 
baby will be one of poverty and dis- 
tress, The baby that cries lustily 
during the christening ceremony is 
sunnosed to have good luck, 

The Spaniards also believe in de- 
termining the baby’s walk in life at 
once. To do this they place a silver 
coin, a silver cross, a sword, a book 
and some fruit in front of him and 
let him make his choice. If he takes 
the coin he will go into business; if 
the sword, he will be a soldier; the 
cross, a priest; the book, a scholar, 
and the fruit, a farmer. They also 
believe that a band of gold or silver 
or even jet, put around baby, will 
keep him from harm. 

The Truks pyt a piece of mud, 
which has been steeped in hot water, 
upon baby’s forehead, believing that 


the charms which have been used in 
preparing the mind will protect the 
child. The Hindus declare that baby 
must be called after the name of 4 
god, for then will the deity be flat- 
tered at the frequent use of his name 
and be induced to think well of the 
child. The Arabians name the child 
as soon as it is born, as then the 
tribesmen will honor it. The Per- 
sians string amulets and .necklets 
around baby’s neck, as then the bad 
spirits will not touch him.

Washington, D. C.—President Taft’s

With nearly 200 
and their action endorsed by a large 
body of the Republicans, the bill to 
put the agreement in force was adopt- 
ed with no améndments, and in al- 
most the identical form in which it 
passed the house in the last session 
preceding this session. 

The bill seeks to put into effect the 
formal agreement reached between 
President Taft and the members of 
the Canadian cabinet for a reduction 
of tariff rates on many articles and 
free trade in many others across the 
Canadian border. Added to it by 
the Democratic leaders is a section 
which “authorizes and requests” 
President Taft to make further efforts 
to secure still freer, trade relations 
with Canada in the form of additional 
reciprocal relations. 

The passage of the bill marked the 
close of a fight that had raged in the 
house tor six days. During that time 
the safety of the measure was at no 
time threatened, but the Democratic 
and Republican leaders working for 
its passage conceded all the oppor- 
tunity desired by its opponents for 
debate and protest against it. Follow. 
ing the same 
were admitted in the se for almost 
every section of the bill and in each 
case they were rejected by an over- 
whelming vote, given by the friends 
of the measure on both sides of the 
house on the theory that any amend- 
ment would nullify it. 

Ten Democrats voted against the 
bill on passage, while 197 Democrats 
voted for it. 

As in the last congress, a majority 
of the Republicans were against it, a 
party. vote being 67 for and 78 op- 
posed.
